' STATE MILITIA. 


There have been two independent companies organized 
for frontier protection, in anticipation that some disturbances 
might occur which would require their services for active 
operations in the field against hostile Indians. ,- With the ex- . 
ception of these two companies there is no military organiza- 
tion in the State... I regret that morë pains have not been 
taken to foster and encourage the organization of volunteer 
militia companies. Ifa few such companies were thoroughly 
armed-and disciplined they would serve as a desirable basis 
to form battalions and regiments in case of emergency. 
Upon examination of the returns on file in this office, for- 
warded by the county clerks, of persons subject to military 
duty, I found that for the year 1869, only five counties had 
made returns of the enrolled militia for-that year. Conse- 
quently I issued the following circular, and forwarded copies 
by mail to all the county clerks in the State.

To the County Clerk of — County : 


SIR: As I propose making for publication a report of 
the enrolled military forces of Kansas, and in order to do so 
with any degree of accuracy, it is necessary to have the co- 
operation of an enrolling officer of each county in the State, 
and as the General Statutes of Kansas designate who such 
officers shall be, chapter sixty-four, section eight, page five 
hundred and sixty-eight, which reads as follows: " That the 
County Assessors” (this duty is now required to be performed 
by the township trustee of each township in this State, see 
chapter thirty; section three, of an act approved March 3, 
1869,) “shall annually, without additional compensation, 
when making their assessments of personal property in their 
respective counties, include in their assessment rolls thé 
names of all persons in their respective counties liable to be 
enrolled; * * * and within thirty days after the 
time of completing said assessment and enrollment, he shall 
return the same to the county clerk.” And again: “It 
shall be the duty of the county clerks, on or before the 10th 
of August of each year, to return to the Adjutant General of 
the State an accurate copy of such enrollment.” To avoid 
delay in compiling said report, I would, therefore, respect- 
fully call your attention to the necessity of promptitude in 
complying with the above.

It wil be observed by reference to the table, that a 
number of counties have made but partial returns owing to 
the neglect of the township assessors to forward their re- 
turns to the county clerks, and for the same reason or a mis- 
conception of the law upon the part of the county clerks, . 
eighteen organized counties have failed to make any returns. 
It is important that these returns should be made and for- 
warded to this office, as it is the only way fixed or established 
by law to ascertain officially the number of enrolled militia 
in the State. Negligence upon the part of those whose duty 
it is to obey the provisions of the law (which is plain in its 
requirements, and points out in explicit language the several 
duties to be performed by the officers named therein) is in- 
excusable in the officers who disregard or fail to comply 
with it. On account of the failure to receive full returns, it 


is impossible to give the aggregate of the-number of enrolled 
militia in the State. - pw 


OUR FRONTIER SETTLEMENTS. 
In the early part of May, a band of Indians numbering, 


from the best information I can gather, twenty or twenty. 
| : 
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five, made an attack upon the settlers living in Mitchell 
county, at the mouth of Limestone creek, a tributary of the. 
Solomon river, and killed three men. My informant says 
that the party were out without arms, were cut off from 
their dug out, and killed while crossing the river in front of 
it. They were all well provided with arms, but were too 
careless, leaving their house without a weapon. The In- 
dians got ten stand of arms and about five hundred rounds 
of ammunition. The names of the men are John Greer, Sol- 
omon Miser and William Kenyon. 


John Greer was shot in the middle of the river with a 
revolver, the ball penetrating his breast, and with an arrow 
in the back, passing nearly through the body. He was also 
tomahawked, creating a frightful wound over the right eye 
and severing the upper lip. 

Solomon Miser was shot in the river with seven arrows ; 
two in the breast, passing four inches through the body, one 
in the side, one in the back, one in the hip, one in Ee right 
arm, and one in the body. | 

William Kenyon was killed when nearly across the 
stream, two revolver shots taking effect in the breast, one 
passing through the heart. 

The name of the tribe that committed these atrocious 
acts is unknown. = 


These are the only citizens within the State known to 
have been killed by Indians this season. Still there is a feel- 
ing of insecurity with many of our frontier settlers, and they 
look to the State for protection. Arms and ammunition 
have been distributed and all the means placed at the dis- 
posal of this department have been used to protect and 
defend our frontier citizens from these fiendish attacks of 
hostile savages whose only ambition to excel in anything it 
would seem is in being expert in the use of the deadly 
arrow, tomahawk and scalping knife. 

About the latter part of May the Indians again made 
their appearance, crossing Oak creek and stealing a number 
of horses, but no lives were lost in this raid.- Regular United 
States troops are stationed in the Republican, Solomon and 
Saline valleys, and communications are kept up constantly 
by scouting parties passing from one command to another, 
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so that it would seem to be almost impossible fon large bands 
of Indians to come in to the comparatively thickly peopled 
settlements, without being discovered and driven back. 
These troops stationed on the outposts are of great benefit to 
the State, as emigrants seeking homes are encouraged by the 
protection thus afforded them, to select, open up, and im- 
prove their lands. Hundreds of settlers have made homes 
for themselves during the past season on these fertile prair- 
ies, and in a few years, if raids from Indians can be pre- 
vented all our western counties to the east line of Colorado 
will be settled by a dense population of industrious people, 
able by force of numbers to protect themselves and prevent 
incursions from hostile Indians. The policy of the General 
Government to protect the Indians living upon reservations 
and who are disposed to be peaceable, no doubt, is a wise 
and humane one; and it will apply with equal force to the 
settler who endures the hardships and overcomes difficulties 
attending the life of a frontiersnian for the purpose of secur- 
ing to himself and family a home. This protection is due 
to him as a citizen, and it is right and proper in him to 
demand it, and nothing more than-an act of justice on the 
part of the government to give it. And thus large tracts of 
lands which at the present-time are pastures for vast herds 
of buffalo, will be brought into cultivation; domesticated 
animals will take the place of the buffalo, revenue will flow 
into our treasury, and the settler can work in peaceful se- 
curity without fear of hearing the yells of bloodthirsty SAV- 
ages intent on plunder and murder. 


SECOND VOLUME ADJUTANT GENERAL'S REPORT. 


During the last session of the Legislature a resolution 
was adopted by the House and concurred in by the Senate, 
authorizing the Adjutant General of the State to purchase a 
certain number of copies of the Roster and Military History 
of Kansas Regiments, as set forth in the resolution, on 
reads as follows, to-wit: 


“ By the House of Representatives, the Senate concurring ; 
Resolved: That the Adjutant General of the State, be and he 
is authorized to purchase from W. S. Burke, the following 
books, to wit: Seventy-five copies of the second volume of 
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the Adjutant General’s Report, which second volume shall 
comprise and be made up of that portion of the Roster not 
published in the first volume, and the Military: History of 
Kansas Regiments, bound together in binding uniform with 
and of as good quality of workmanship and material as the 


Baid first volume. One hundred and twenty-five copies of 


the Military History of Kansas Regiments, bound in law 
sheep in the style of the General Statutes of the State, said 
binding to be of good quality in workmanship and material. 
Two hundred and ninety copies of the Military History, 
bound as provided above for the seventy-five copies; Provided, 
That the said W. S. Burke, shall deliver the said books to 
the Adjutant General at the State Capitol, on or before the 
first day of May, 1870. 

And, provided further, that if the said W. S. Burke, 
should have a greater number of copies of said books than 
above provided for, that he shall deliver the same in all 
respects as above provided, without any additional charge 
or cost to the State. 

Resolved further, That the Adjutant General shall in- 
spect said copies of said books, when they shall be delivered 
to him at the capitol, and if the same shall be delivered as 
above provided for, he shall receive the same and certify the 
fact to the Auditor, whether or not the above contract has 
been complied with, and the Auditor upon receiving a cer- 
tificate from the Adjutant General that the said W. S. Burke 
has faithfully fulfilled the obligations of the above resolution, 
shall issue to the said Burke a warrant upon the Treasurer 
of the State for the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars. 

Resolved, That the said copies of the said Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Report shall be distributed and disposed of as it may 
be provided by the Legislature. Except, that one copy of 
the one hundred and twenty-five copies of the Military 
History above provided, to be bound in law sheep, shall be 
by the Adjutant General forwarded to each member of the 
Legislature as soon as practicable after their delivery.” 


In compliance with the resolution, I received seventy- 


. five copies of the second volume of the Adjutant. (Generals 


Report, and four hundred and eighteen copies of the Military 
History which, upon inspection, I found to be bound in ac- 
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cordance with the requirements of the contract, and sent to 
the Auditor of State a certificate to the effect that W. S. 
Burke, having fulfilled the obligations of the resolution, was 
entitled to the sum appropriated for the purchase and deliv- 
ery of the books. I also forwarded by mail to each member 
of the Legislature, one copy of the Military History. 

This volume completes the official war record of the 
Volunteer Kansas Regiments engaged in assisting to sup- 
press the late rebellion. It also contains the roster of the 
18th Kansas Cavalry battalion raised in 1867, for service 
against hostile Indians. ` 

When the magnitude of the work (which includes the 
first and second volumes of over twenty-two hundred pages) 
is properly considered, it reflects credit upon my predecessors 
in office who have had the compilation of the work in charge, 
for its general accuracy in names, dates and facts. 

In a work of this kind it is almost impossible to have it 
free from errors, as such a vast number of records and pa- 
pers necessarily have to be examined from which to obtain 
information to make up the true history Of each soldier. 
These records and papers frequently-conflict with each other 
—the paucity of details of some of the company rolls and 
many other reasons which might be given, required a dis- 
criminating Judgment to be exercised to determine as to the 
correctness of the matter to be used in order to give an ac- 
curate history of the soldier and the regiment. . 

In view of these difficulties to contend with to secure 
reliable data, we should congratulate ourselves that these 
volumes are as free from errors as they are.

MILITARY CLAIMS. Rom 


The claims allowed by the second and third Boards of 
Commissioners (appointed for the purpose of auditing the 
Price raid claims of 1864, and the Indian expedition under 
Major General Curtis, in July and August of the same year) 
up to September Ist, 1869, are as follows: 


Services rendered, - - - - $233,345 47 
Materials, supplies and transportation furnished, 111,352 53 
Damages sustained, - - - - 159,191 34 
Miscellaneous claims, -. - - 36,627 64 


In addition to this amount allowed by these commission- 
ers there have been audited by special committees of the 
Legislature, and by the Auditor and "Treasurer of State, 
claims for services amounting to six thousand seven hundred 
and one dollars and thirteen cents ($6,701.13.) This will 
make the total amount of this debt five hundred and forty- 
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seven thousand two hundred and eighteen dollars and eleven 
cents ($547,218.11.) 

The State has assumed five hundred thousand dollars of 
this debt, leaving the balance unassumed. I would there- 
fore respectfully suggest that your Excellency recommend 


_ the assumption of this balance, by the State, of forty-seven 


thousand two hundred and eighteen dollars and eleven cents 
($47,218.11.) 

The State has aldo expended for the protection of her 
frontiers three hundred and forty-six thousand dollars 
($346,000), making the grand total of indebtedness eight hun- 
dred and ninety-three thousand two hundred and eighteen. 
dollars and eleven cents ($893,218.11), which ought to be 
paid by the General Government. 


STATE ARMS. 


The arms owned by the State and which were distrib- 
uted to the various regiments of State militia called out in 
1864 to repel the invasion of our State by Price and his rebel 
hordes, have not all been gathered in. When the militia 
disbanded the. arms were [left in the different military dis- 
tricts from which the militia were raised. The General Gov- ` 
ernment during the late rebellion issued and turned over to 
the State the greater number of the arms now owned by it. 
Quite a number of these were second hand of foreign con- 
struction and almost worthless. 

Some of the arms have been collected in since and for- 
warded to the western part of our State and placed in the 
hands of independent companies of militiamen, organized for 
the protection of our frontiers against raids of hostile In- 
dians. J have made considerable efforts to collect the arms 
so as to obtain a knowledge of their condition and if neces- - 
sary to have them put in order, and have succeeded in col- 
lecting about three hundred and twenty-five stand. The 
most of these were badly rusted, and I have had them re- 
paired and cleaned and made serviceable. The Spencer car- 
bines owned by the State are in the hands of the settlers on 
our frontiers; these were issued to them when the 2d battal-' 
ion Kansas State militia was mustered out and I have, as far 
as I could possibly do so, made the parties holding them re- 
sponsible to the State for the use and care of them.

- The correspondence of the office is large. Letters are 
almost daily received from the departments at Washington, 
and frequent calls are made from those departments and 
claim agents for certificates of muster and service of soldiers 
applying for bounties, pensions, etc. 

The records, are neat, well arranged and complete, with 
the exception of the General Index Book of Kansas Volun- 
teers, which is but partly finished. 

The appendix accompanying this report is referred to for 
further information in detail. 

In conclusion, allow me to thank your Excellency for 
" the prudent counsel given and the uniform kindness received 
at your hands.
